All knowledge la based fundamentally upon memory 


and It IH cjulto obvious that If the most economical moth- 
iidii of leiarnlng aro dlstovorod and applied tremendous 
waiitt'B In tho schoolroom will bo saved. It Is a striking 
fad that moot students who come to tho university do 
not Know how to properly momorl/e their material. They 
IOBO 11 very largo amount of time that might bo saved 
greatly to tholi advantage, If they had tho simple knowl- 


e dgo of how to go about lliolr work before thorn

ovon to n gtnator degroo of the pupils In the public,

It is cloar that If tho teachers know what was 


thc> host method by which tho pupil could memorize a 
certain material and could train that pupil In such meth- 
ods of momoiy highly beneficial results would bo accom- 
plished 


Working along this line, some years ago tho depart- 


ment of psychology nt Illinois iiistltuled a series of 
experiment!! to determine as far as possible tho exact 
facts com-ntning \vhat IB technically know as tho Idea- 
tlomil typos of school children and tho relation of those 
typpH to tho momorl/.lng of dlffoient kinds of material, 
fly tlm Ideatlfinal typo tho psychologist understands tho 
soi't of mental Imagery In which a person thinks—for 
example, If a child recalls In Imagination a bird he may 
do ao by having a monlnl picture of the bird as n vis- 
Iblo object or ho may hiciill the bird in terms of the 
sioiig that It sings 
It li furthor possible that ho may 


not, In thinking of Iho bird, BOO It mentally or recall Us 
HOUR, but that ho may merely see tho word, bird, written 
or hoar It spokon, or attempt to pronounce it himself. 
If ho actually BOOB tho b'ld in hla mind's oye he Is said 
to Inve concrete vlmiol 'magory, If ho hoaro the song 
that It slngst mentally, b^ Is aald to have concrete nudl- 
toiy Imagorv. If ho BeeM not tho bird but tho word, he 
Is said to have vorbal-v'slonary Imagery, and if Instead 
of Booing the word or hflarlng it ho simply has the men- 
tal Imagery of pronounc'ng the word, he IB said to have 
\erbal-mntor imagery 


It la thon possible for tho person in his

thinking to employ either concrete Imagery, in which he 
recall Mie actual object fts presented through some of 
hia SVWSOB or to employ verbal Imagery, in which latter 
enso h<> does not recall tho object at all, but in which 
he rft"«ila tho pilntpd symbol for thai object either lu 
vlsuflJ, titulllory or motor terms. It is possible also to 
htivo :.''t only concrete visual and auditory Imagery but 
lo hrM concrete motor Imagery as woll. A person, for 
oMimyi, In mentally recalling a foot race, may think 
of tli« runner as ho appears ready for tho starting sig- 
nal,

running tho race. In this latter case ho would think of

The experiments further showed that those children 


who thought In visual toims worn best able to mem- 
orize material with a visual eontent and that those who 
thought In auditory 01 motor toims wore best able to 
learn material with an auditory or motor content 
This, 


of. coursa, means as fur aa the application of results to 
Bthool work is concerned that the material which tho 
child loarnfl must bo in some way adapted to his idca- 
tlonnl typo, If the best results are to be accomplished. 


This, perhaps, Is not so vital a fact with the average 


chUcl who has many ways, it may be, In which he can 
Imagine his experience, but there are always In every 
schoohoom numbers of exceptional child! en who are 
very slow to get on In certain fields nnd who, neverthe- 
less are far from being mental defectives 
To take a 


concrete Illustration, there aie chlldien who have great 
dltlloulty In learning to road and yet who are often 
bright In other school subjects 
It Is probable that such 


children have not developed the type of verbal-visual 
Imagery. 
Tho printed word falls to carry Its proper 


significance 
Such a child, obviously, must bo treated 


differently from the average Individual. 
In tho first 


plaoo, ho may bo helped in his reading by being In- 
structed to spell and pronounce words 
The method 


of showing him words and having him grasp them as 
visual signs will be a hopoloss method of procedure Jn 
his caso 
Further, the child may be aided by a sys- 


tematic attempt to strengthen his verbal-visual Imagery. 
There Is ample evidence that children can be trained 
In any typo of Imagery and It Is the business of educa- 
tion to see that those who are defective in an essential 
type are trained to overcome this defect, 


We cannot think for a moment of demanding the 


nnmo sort of thing from tho child whose eyesight IB poor 
that we demand from the'chlld of normal visual acuity, 
It Is just aa foolish to expect the child who is defective 
In a certain Idontlonal type to do the work of a normal 
child as It IB to expect the child who IB defective in his 
visual sensibility to accomplish the same results under 
the same conditions that the child of normal sensibility 
accomplishes. 


Another Important problem which has been under- 


taken by the psychological laboratory at the university 
Is to discover the most advantageous conditions, besides 
those relating to the ideatlonal type, under which cer- 
tain kinds of school material may be memorized. 
At 


the outset of such an investigation the psychologist Is 
confronted with the difficulty of selecting the sort of 
material for memorizing which will be sufficiently uni- 
form to be tried on many children and on the same child 
nt various times. It is quite evident that if we use the 
ordinary materials of the schoolroom, such as the child 
has had in his reading, geography and history room, 
that this material will not be of the uniformity desired. 
It was to ovoid this difficulty that the psychologist, Eb- 
blnghaua, nearly 25 years ago, tried a memory experi- 
ment, In which he used for material nonsense syllables, 
that Is, certain syllables which could bo pronounced and 
which yet had no significance; syllables, for example, 
like ncc-doz-hux. 
Here we have a relatively uniform 


material that has, for the most part, little or no signifi- 
cance

1. What are some of thn most advantageous condi- 


tions of learning to spoil correctly? 


H. In learning, is It bettor to glvo all ot Ihe time to 


a study of tho subject mallei to be learned, or IH It bol- 
ter to devote a portion of the time In the attempt to 
recall malarial that has already been mastered? 


3. IB It bettor, In learning, to attempt lo momorl/.o 


tho material by commencing at tho beginning and run- 
ning through to tho end consecutively and by repeating 
this process until the whole has been mastered or IB II 
betlor to learn a part and thnn another part, and BO on? 


4 What method of presentation 
IB more advanta- 


geous In learning? 
T)y this Is mount, Bpoclllcally, IB It 


better to present to the child material lo learn orally or 
visually, and Is it bettor to present the material simul- 
taneously or successively — that IB, nhnuld the wholo 
thing that ho Is to Iparn bo given at once or is ho to 
study one part and then tho next and so on? 


In considering tho first of those problems It may bo 


said that results at Illinois clearly point to tho fact that 
tho method of teaching children to spoil by giving the 
woid as a whole and not breaking it up Inlo syllables 
Is not tho psychological method and that the old method 
of syllabication with some of Its obvious faults had din- 
tlnct advantages over jomo of the extreme methods of 
to-day, 


Apropos the second problem It Is clearly established 


by experiments at Illinois that there IB giant advantage) 
In not spending the entire period of learning on study- 
Ing the material presented, but that it Is of very groat 
advantage to spend part of this time In attempting to 
recall what has been shown. 
Train thp pupil to look 


nt tho page that ho Is Irying to memorize for a period 
and then to turn his gaze away and In his mind's eye 
recall tho printed matter

IB generally held by Investigators that the best 


method of memorizing Is to learn the material by com- 
mencing at th'o beginning and running through Ihe whole? 
process to the end. The Illinois experiments brought 
out this fact, that in such consecutive loarnlng thore nro 
certain parts that are mastered more quickly than oth- 
ers and that It Is advantageous to first go ovor tho whole 
material consecutively until the more easily acquired 
material Is maBtered and then to spend Bomo time In 
learning those parts that are more tlllllcult and to finally 
relearn the whole consecutively, 


Now, 
in nttoniptlng to answer the fourth question, 


experiments have been carried on at Illinois which show 
rather clearly that tho most advantageous way to pre- 
sent material to little children is visually and In micces- 
elon. The reason for this, in part at least, Is because 
successive presenlallon secures better attention than 
simultaneous presentation and that the word when Bopn, 
especially if it la difficult, can be better comprehended 
than if It Is merely heard, 


The foregoing account gives a statement of some of 


the most typical and Important experimental Investiga- 
tions now In progress In Iho psychological laboratory at 
the University of Illinois 
As has already been said, the 


main emphasis is being placed upon the psychology of 
learning, more specifically on technique and economy In 
our processes of acquisition. At tho same time ample 
scops Is given for the theoretical aspects of the sub- 
ject so that tho field In a general way may bo covered 
and that those who wish to obtain higher degrees In the 
subject may find ample opportunity for research In the 
direction which interests them most.

Munsterborg, In this country and others abroad, through 
oxporlmentH and 
practical applications, have conclu- 


sively shown that our knowledge of the laws of mind 
m.iy be usod to relievo human life of srmio of Its great- 
eat ills 
Probably no discovery In physical science prom-- 


ise« to bo ot as groat and lasting benefit to tho world 
aa the cllacovory of the power of suggestion as a law 
governing a largo part of tho life ot evory Individual. 
Tho tlmo la soon coming whan no reputable physician 
will daro to practice medicine without some knowledge 
of ttio facts) of psycho-thorapousla. 


.Recently, and very largely under the leadership of 
:Prof. William Storm, of the University of Breslau, ex- 
tensive Investigations tiavo been carried on in regard 
to tho psychology of testimony. 
These Investigations 


hnvo thrown Important light upon a vital phase of court 
procedure and have shown Its groat weakness In many 
particulars. 
Soon this new field of applied psychology 


will bo able to lay down definite laws In the conduct of 
tho examination ot the witness. The tlmo Is not, prob- 
ably far distant when oi-ery court will have somo officer 
Attached to It who la an export In the psychology of tes- 
timony and who will be able to correct many misunder- 
standings that tire now currant In regard to the essen- 
tial elements of tho witnesses' report and tho extent of 
its belief. 


In Zurich Dr. Jung has devised a method for discov- 


ering somo ot the most Important facts In regard to the 
mental makeup of an Individual. 
This procedure he 


calls tho "dlagnostlcal association's method." He gives 
to the subject to be tested, In succession, a list of 100 
words to which the subject is to respond with the first 
association that comes into his mind after tho presen- 


. tatlon of the original word. The character. oC the asso- 


clatlons formed and the timo which Intervenes between 
the presentation of the stimulus word and tho response 
tiro important elements In diagnosing the mental con- 
dition of tho Individual and In discovering essential facts 
in hl8 pravlous history. This method has been used with 


-marked buccess In the discovery ot crime and it prom- 
ises to be of great Importance In the diagnosis of nerv- 
ous diseases and in tho detection of the criminal.

large amount of -material I has been brought together, 
many facts have been established and conclusions of 


• 
practical value obtained. It Is in this phase of the work 
ot applied psychology that the University of Illinois Is 
particularly interested. For the last four years experi- 
ments hnvo been carried on under the direction of the 
psycholoirical laboratory at Illinois. In regard to deter- 
mining some of the most Important facts concerning 
memory and kindred topics.-the thought being that if 
the department of psychology were to be o£ maximum 


service to the state in which it is situated and to which 
it owes its support, it should bs able to show how the 
theoretical work ot the laboratory can be applied to 
the bettering of human conditions. 


The agricultural and the engineering experiment sta- 


tions at the university have been attempting to give the 
practical men of the state information in regard to the 
boat means of preventing wastes and of obtaining the 
greatest efficiency in the various fields of their endeavor 
A similar attempt is being made by the department of 
psychology of the university to show to the schoolmen 
ot the state how they can save time and how they can 
so regulate the environment of the school as to get the 
greatest results with the least possible expenditure of 
energy. 


All knowledge is based fundamentally upon memory 


and i* is quite obvious that if the most economical meth- 
ods ot learning are discovered and applied tremendous 
wastes In the schoolroom will be1 saved. It is a striking 
tact that most students' who come to. the university do 
not know how to properly memorize their material. They 
lose a very large amount of time that, might be'•saved 
greatly to their advantage, if they had the simple knowl- 
edge of how to go about their work before them. What 
Is true of the university student Is undoubtedly true 
even to a greater degree of the pupils in the. public 
schools. It is clear that if the teachers knew what was 
the best method by which the pupil could memorize a 
certain material and could train that pupil in such meth-. 
ods of memory highly beneficial results would be accom- 
plished.

Working along this line, some years ago the depart- 


ment of psychology' at" Illinois instituted a series of 
experiments to determinu as far as possible: the exact 
facts concerning what is technically know as the idea- 
tional types of school children and the relation of these 
types to the memorizing of different kinds of material. 
By the ideational type the psychologist understands the 
sort of mental Imagery in which a person thinks—for 
example, If a child recalls In imagination a bird he may 
do so by having a menial picture of the bird as: a vis- 
ible object or' he may 1-ecall the bird in terms of the 
song that It sings. It 1* further possible that- he may 
not, 
in thinking of the bird, see it mentally or recall Its 


song but thatihe may merely see the word, bird, written 
or hear it spoken, or attempt to pronounce it himself. 
If he actually ^sees the b.'rd in his mind's eye he is said 
to have concrete visual imagery. If he hears the song 
that it sings mentally, b« is said to have concrete audi- 
tory imagery. ' " he seeVnot the bird but the word, he 
is said to have verbal-vfslonary Imagery, and if Instead 
of seeing the word or hearing it he simply has .the men- 
tal imagery of pronouncing the word, he is said to have 
verbal-motor imagery.

It is then possible, for the person in his ordinary 


thinking to employ either concrete imagery, in which, he 
recalls *Jie actual object hs presented through some of 
"his "sense's or-to employ verbal imagery, in; which latter 
cose h<s does--not recall the object at all, but in^ which 
he DW-sils the'; printed., symbol 'fpr'.'that'.object;either in: 
visual, auditor^ or motor terms. It is possible also to 
have r.'.'t only.!concrete-visual and auditory Imagery: but 
to Im6S concrete motor Imagery as well. A person, for 
exam!**', in mentally recalling a foot race, may thinkv 
of tlii runner, as 'he. appears' ready for the starting,sig- 
nal, or he aiay think ot the starting signal, or, finally,. 
he 'may think of the muscular sensations which come In 
runnfrg the race. In this latter case lie would, think of 
the 'fTMiner in.; terms of concrete motor imagery.

Fft-bably the football player, in recalling the experi- 


ences Of the game In which he has taken a part, does 
not SOB the plays as the spectator does from the grand- 
stand, .but recalls them in terms of the movements 
which he makes in executing them. 
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It doubtless makes a good deal 


of difference-Just what sort of im- 
agery the school child uses In 
memorizing his material, as to 
whether the heat results are to 
be obtained or not and it is obvi- 
ously Important that the teacher 
should know the character of this 
Imagery if he la to deal adequate- 
ly with the pupil. The results of 
the experiments by the depart- 
ment of psychology at the Univer- 
sity of Illinois 
clearly indicate 


that most children in the begin- 
ning grades of the school think 
predominantly 
in terras 
of ob- 


jects seen, that is, they possess 
concrete visual imagery and prob- 
ably, to a certain extent, also con- 
crete auditory and motor imagery 
as well.

their learning a thing of books 
and not a thing of vital, pulsating 
life. This is a great advantage in abstract thinking. It 
is, however, a distinct hindrance in appreciation of cul- 
ture and art. If we wish to train our children to think 
accurately and abstractly we must train them, as the 
schools evidently are now training them, in the direc- 
tion of verbal imagery. If, however, we wish to de- 
velop artists, poets, men of letters, inventors and those 
with technical skill in the various professions, we must 
see to it that this concrete imagery Is -not lost; for if 
this loss takes place it will mean tremendous waste and 
disaster for many. 


' The experiments further showed that those children 


who thought in visual terms were best able to mem- 
orize material with a visual content and that those who 
thought in auditory or motor terms were best able to 
learn material with an auditory or motor content. This, 
of course, means as far as the application of results to 
school work is concerned that the^material which the 
child learns must be in some way 'adapted to his idea- 
tional type, if the best results are to be accomplished. 


This, perhaps, Is not so vital a fact with the average 


child who has many ways, it may be, in which he can 
Imagine his experience, but there are always in every 
schoolroom numbers of exceptional children who are 
very slow to get on in certain fields and who, neverthe- 
less are far from being mental defectives. To take a 
concrete illustration, there are children, who have -great 
difficulty In learning to read and yet who are often 
bright In other school subjects.- It is probable that such 
children have not developed the type of verbal-visual 


' imagery. 
The "printed word fails to carry its proper 


significance. 
Such a child, obviously, must be treated 


differently from . tfie average individual. 
In the .first 


place, he may be helped in his reading by being in- 
structed to spell and pronounce words. .The method 
of' showing him words and having him grasp them as 
visual signs will ^ be a hopeless method of procedure in 
.his case. Further, the child may be aided by a sys- 
tematic attempt to strengthen his verbal-visual imagery. 
There is ample evidence that children can be trained 
in any type of imagery and It Is the business of :educa- 
tion to see that those who are defective in an essential 
type are trained to overcome this defect. 
• . 


We cannot think for a moment of demanding the 


same sort of thing from the child whose, eyesight is poor 
that we demand from the'child of normal visual acuity. 
It. Is just as foolish to expect the child who is defective 
in a certain ideational type to.dp the .work of a normal 
child as It IB to expect the child who is defective in his 
.visual sensibility to accomplish the same results "under 
the same conditions that the child of normal sensibility 
accomplishes.;. 


Another Important problem which has been under- 


"taken by the'psychological laboratory at the university 
Is to discover the. most ^advantageous conditions,'besides 
those relating to'the ideational type, under' which cer- 
' tain kinds of school.1 material may b« memorized. 
At 


.the outset of such-.:an investigation the psychologist is 
confronted with the difficulty of selecting. the sort ;of 
material for memorizing which will be- sufficiently uni- 
form to be tried on many, children and on the same child' 
at:various;tlmes.' It'Is quite evident that if we use the 
ordinary materials of the schoolroom, such as the child 


- h a s had -in ;nis reading, geography and; history room, 


that this material will not be of the uniformity desired. 
It was-to avoid this difficulty that the psychologist, Eb- 
binghaus, nearly- 25 years .ago, tried 'a memory experi- 


H ment, inv which he used for material nonsense syllables, 


that is, certain syllables which could be pronounced and 
which yet. had no significance; syllables,' for example, 
like nec-doz-hux. 
Here we have > relatively uniform1 


material that has, for. the .most part, little or no signifi- 
cance-. 


Using this kind of material, several thousand school 


children 
in 
TJrbana, 
Champaign 


Bloomlngton, Danville and in some ot 
the normal schools of the state have 
been tested to determine certain con- 
ditions under which they learn most 
advantageously. One of the questions 
asked In these investigations has been 
this: Suppose the child Is .given Bome- 
thlng to learn and is asked to recall it 
later on under what conditions during 
the interval between learning and re- 
call will his memory be most reten- 
tive? The data obtained has been so 
extensive that it has not been com- 
pletely worked over as yet.. Some 
very 
interesting 
conclusions, how- 


ever, have been reached— among these 
this ' that writing serves as a great 
distraction and that the child can re- 
call material better when the interval 
is filled with such a strenuous activity 
as number work, than when It is 
tilled with the writing of some famil- 
iar phrase, as "My Country, 'tis of 
Tbee" 
The greater distracting ten- 


dency of writing than of other school 
occupations shows Itself particu arly 
Tn the lower grades. It has also been 
found out that when young children 
are required to learn by keeping per- 
fectly still they are at a disadvantage. 
„ you wish to have the child learn ur, 
der the most disadvantageous condi-

By this is meant specifically is It 
Setter to present to the child material to learn oral y or 
visually, and is It bettor to present the material simul- 
taneously or successlvely-that Is, should the whole 
thing that he Is to learn be given at once or is he to 
study one part and then the next and so on? 


In considering the first of these problems it may be 


said that results at Illinois clearly point to the fact that 
the method of teaching children to spell by giving the 
word as a whole and wot breaking it up Into syllables 
is not the psychological; method and that the old method 
of syllabication with some of Its obvious faults had dis- 
tinct advantages over some of the extreme methods of 
to-day. 


Apropos the second problem it is clearly established 


by experiments at Illinois that there is great advantage 
in not spending the entire period of learning on study- 
ing the material presented, but that, it is of very great 
advantage to spend part of this time In attempting to 
recall what has been shown. Train the pupil to look 
at the page that he is trying to memorize for a period 
and then to turn his gaze away and in his mind's eye 
recall the printed matter. 


It is generally held by Investigators that the best 


method of memorizing is to learn the material by com- 
mencing at th'e beginning and .running through the whole 
process to the end. The Illinois experiments brought 
out this fact, that In such consecutive learning there ar» 
certain parts that are mastered more quickly .than oth- 
ers and that It Is advantageovuuto first go over the whole 
material consecutively until the - more easily acquired 
material Is mastered and then to spend some time in 
learning those parts that are more difficult and to finally 
releara the whole. consecutively. 
• ; 
, 


'.-• Now In attempting to answer the fourth question, 
.experiments have been carried on at Illinois which show 
rather clearly .that the most advantageous way to pre- 
sent material to little children is visually and in succes- 
sion 
The reason for this. In j?art at least, IB because 


'successive presentation secures better attention, than 
simultaneous presentation and that the word, when seen 
especially if it Is difficult, can be better Comprehended 
than if it Is merely heard. 
. . . 


- Tie foregoing account gives, a statement, of some of 


the most typical and important experimental Investiga- 
tions now In progress in the psychological laboratory at 
the University of Illinois. A.s,has already been^said, the 
-main emphasis -Is being placed upon the psychology of 
learning more specifically on technique and economy In 
our processes of acquisition. At the same time ample 
Bcone is given for the theoretical aspects of the sub- 
1ect so that the field in a general way may be covered 
and that those who wish to obtain higher degrees In the 
subject may find ample opportunity for research in the 
direction which interests them most.

"The .twentieth century high '.school' 


Is, then, for"everybody, .but-some peo- 
ple In every community do not know 
it. and; It devolves upon your high, 
school .principals to awaken the sleep- 
ers. ' Attend .the parents' meetings of 
the ward principals, and say to the 
parents: 'The high school is for your 
boy; If he is not there he Is being 
deprived of that to which he Is fairly 
entitled.

Armour & Co. stock for tliolr leather 
securities and 
that Mr. McRoborts 


was raised from a subordinate capac- 
ity to the treasurership to represent 
the Rockefeller interests. 


The story of how Standard Oil RR- 


cretly entered the beef trust dates 
back to the panic of 189:!. 
Swift & 


Co at that time were hard up for

Gustavus V. Swift, founder
